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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's main argument is on figs. 12 and 13 
of Zhao et al. insisting that "Zhao can not disclose or suggest 'a surface including the surface of the substrate and the surface of the first 
metal is substantially plannar* " (Remark's page 5). However, as pointed out in the rejection the Zhao et al. reference teaches "electroless 
deposition of copper (as well as other metals), offer an advantage in the selective growth of the metal in an Interconnect opening (such as 
a via opening). Selective growth eliminates the need for a polishing or etching step to remove the excess deposited material. Techniques 
for selective deposition are known in the art" (Zhao et al.'s col. 1 , lines 46-60). That passage accords with instant's specification page 1 1 , 
lines 4-7 would provide the same result of having "a surface including the surface of the substrate and the surface of the first metal is 
substantially planar" (although the instant specification does not provide any advantage as Zhao et al.) Further, claim 1 opens to have an 
extra step of planarization to have that limitation as in Havemann et al.'s fig. 6f . 
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
